Examiner Babic telephoned Applicants indicating that the sequences elected in 
Applicants' response filed March 19, 2007, did not appear to be contained within the elected 
claims. Applicants replied that a telephonic response would soon follow. 
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On April 19, 2007, Applicants telephoned Examiner Babic and provided that claims 5-7, 

12, 17, and 19 included the elected sequences. The Examiner requested an amendment. 

Applicants asserted that an amendment was not necessary and, in response, the Examiner 

indicated that authorization by his Supervisor was required prior to examination. Later that same 

day, Examiner Babic telephoned Applicants indicating that the Supervisory Patent Examiner 

agreed with Applicants that claims 5-7, 12, 17 and 19 should be examined, in light of the 

election.
